We  have  our  own  special  track  and  can  load  everything  directly  from  the  building  into 
the  cars.  We  have  plenty  of  storage  and  packing  room  now,  and  orders  can  be  filled 
just  as  soon  as  received  and  be  ready  for  shipment  as  soon  as  safe.

MAMMOTH  WAREHOUSE  ERECTED  BY  MR. 
L.  L.  OLDS. 


Cellar  Has  a  Capacity  of  15,000  Bushels  of  Po- 
tatoes— A  Large  and  Capacious  Building. 

Clinton,  Wis.,  Oct.  27— On  the  south  side  of  West  Front 
street,  there  is  now  nearly  completed  a  structure  which 
will  undoubtedly  stand  for  many  years  as  a  monument 
to  the  personal  industry  of  one  man,  L.  L.  Olds.  The 
warehouse  he  is  erecting  is  mammoth  in  size,  being  48 
feet  in  width,  96  feet  long  and  40  feet  high  The  four 
floors  cover  a  space  equal  to  almost  half  an  acre.  Tne 
basement  inclosed  within  the  foundation  walls  is  7  feet 
high  in  the  clear,  floored  with  5  inches  of  solid  concrete, 
and  the  surface  smoothed  with  cement.  This  space  is 
conveniently  partitioned  off  into  bins,  with  an  alley 
lengthwise  in  the  center. 

The  cellar  described  has  a  capacity  of  15,000  bushels  of 


potatoes;  2,000  bushels  are  already  in  the  bins.  Mr.  Olds' 
crop  this  year  aggregates  5,000  bushels.  He  will  have 
10,000  bushels  stored  in  this  cellar  before  cold  weather 
sets  in. 

The  first  floor  of  the  warehouse  above  the  basement  is 
used  for  packing  and  shipping  purposes.  In  the  north- 
east corner  is  fitted  up  a  neat  and  roomy  office,  contain- 
ing an  elegant  set  of  Fairbanks  scales  attached  to  the 
weighing  platform  outside.  Another  set  of  large  floor 
scales  have  been  placed  for  use  in  the  packing  room. 
The  third  floor  is  used  for  storing  garden  seeds,  seed 
corn,  and  grains.  Mr.  Olds  raises  some  of  these  grains, 
but  the  garden  seeds  are  mainly  grown  for  him  by  spec- 
ialists. 

Mr.  Olds  grows  about  twelve  leading  varieties  of  pota- 
toes, but  is  constantly  experimenting  with  and  testing 
many  of  the  new  and  fancy  varieties  of  potatoes,  as  well 
as  some  garden  seeds. 

The  fourth  floor  is  devoted  to  the  storing  of  empty 
barrels,  bcxes  and  crates.  An  elevator  costing  £125 
runs  from  the  basement  to  the  top  floor.  No  artificial 
heat  will  be  needed  except  in  the  office  and  a  packing 
room  for  small  seeds  at  the  east  end.  The  cost  of  the 
warehouse  when  fully  completed  will  be  between  $5,000 
and  $6,000."

WHAT  OUR  WISCONSIN  SEED  POTATOES  ARE. 

The  potatoes  offered  in  this  catalogue  are  grown  especially  for  seed,  and  with  the  exception 
of  The  few  raised  for  us  in  other  localities,  are  all  grown  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  writ- 
er, who  has  made  a  life  specialty  of  growing  and  testing  different  varieties  of  potatoes.  At  digging 
time  the  potatoes  are  taken  to  our  warehouses,  where,  before  going  into  the  cellars,  they  are  care- 
fully graded  and  sorted  with  the  aid  of  an  Aspinwall  Potato  Sorter,  all  rough  and  scabby  ones  being 
carefully  removed  by  hand.  In  this  matter  of  sorting  we  constantly  observe  the  most  rigid  care. 
Throughout  the  winter  we  watch  our  cellars  closely,  keeping  them  as  near  40  degrees  as  possible. 
At  this  temperature  they  remain  perfectly  dormant,  and  when  planting  time  comes  are  in  the  best 
possible  condition. 

In  packing  we  weigh  every  barrel,  shipping  166  pounds  net  in  each  barrel,  unless  otherwise 
ordered.   We  use  tight  barrels  with  heads. 

With  our  new  mammoth  warehouse  and  our  own  side  track  we  are  prepared  to  fill  all  orders 
the  day  they  are  received,  and  with  stock  that  is  certain  to  produce  the  best  results.
